engine which

m i n u t e s before the blaze was discov­ 
ered. cam d the fire. 
With th* 
buildings 
there 
burned 
tw o horses, one steer, two hogs, 
anil 
about fifty chickens; all the 
wagons 
and vehicles of 
various 
kinds, 
.he 
fan n ing machinery; all the crops 
ii. 
storage. 
and 
everything 
usually 
found in a well equipped 
and 
thor­ 
oughly stocked barn. 
When the fire was first discovered 
it wa> making rapid headway in 
the 
horse stable. The bain was a low one, 
not of the bank style, and it was im­ 
possible to get out the horses or any­ 
thing else. >-o rapidly did the 
flames 
spread before tin* stiff western 
wind. 
One cow ran oat, 
badly singed, but 
it is believed that it can be saved. 
During the height of the fire 
em ­

The right of 
a 
farmer 
or 
fruit 
grower to defend his property against 
protected gam e animals and the lia­ 
bility of the State to 
pay 
dam ages 
for injuries caused by such animals, 
was discussed by John I). Keith Esq. 
before the Fruit Growers Association 
of Adams County at the opening se s­ 
sion of their 
annual 
convention in 
Bendersville this afternoon. He said: 


“ Under the Game Law of 1915 
a 
farmer or his employe is permitted to 
kill rabbits at any 
time 
upon 
bis 
premises, provided that rabbits 
ha*;* 
been or are destroying or 
injuryiug 
his grow ing crops, vegetables or fruit 
tree*- and provided further that such 
killing is neoe urn to 
protect 
such 


plants and tries. 


"Under the ta m e law if the Board ut 
Game Comm issioners is ‘satisfied’ by 
proof that either deer, elk or rabbit,• 
are excessively 
destroying 
proper y 
and thereby becom ing a nuisance 
in 
any section of the State, such Board 
is authorized to 
remove 
such 
ani 
mala from that neighborhood, or 
to 
have them killed. The remedy afford­ 
ed under the provision last mentioned 
would be totally inadequate in 
case 
a farmer found deer or other 
gam e 
animals in the act of destroying tree* 
or iii the act 
of 
injuring 
domesti • 


animals 


"The right of a land owner to kill 
protected gam e animals which are 
in 
the act of d estroying his property oi 
have lately 
caused 
injury 
and 
are 
likely to do so again in the near fu ­ 
ture, has not 
l>een 
adjudicated 
by. 
any Court in this State so far 
as 
I 
know. A cursory exarnit ation has die- 
closed but tw o reported decisions 
in 
the United States in which th* 
sul*- 
ject has been considered. 
"It is well 
s e t t l e d , 
bowe Vt* *, that 
the State, os the 
representative 
of 


the people is the owner of w ilt gam e 
animals in trust for tho public. 
It is 
equally well settled that 
the 
Since 
may regulate or prohibit the 
killing 
cf game within its 
boundaries. 
Phi* 
light to prohibit killing arises f op) 
♦he genera! police power with which 
the State is invested. 


"It must be admitted that 
a*’ no. 
if it is to live at all. must nee* scarily 
live upon and obtain its

from 
the land.-- owned by some one or more 
individuals, for State 
ow ne -hip

land* is limited and is 
not 
essential 
to the validity of gam e law 
It must 
also he* admitted that large game an i­ 
mals subsisting upon vegetation upon 
lands held by one, not tho owner 
of 
such animal, in so subsisting commits 
at least a technical iresoa-*< and 
to 
some extent flight dam age dependent 
upon the uses to which the 
land 
is 
put by the owner, and 
every 
large 
game animal in passin g over cultivat­ 
ed fields or orchards loos 
sc* ti* 
to­ 
fu-y however trivial. 


"But as gam e m ust live, anil as the 
State has the 
right to 
prohibit 
its 
killing, it would seem to 
follow, as a 
general proposition, that 
every land 
owner must submit to 
a 
reasonable 
loss incidental to the maintenance of 
game. On the other hand our Constitu­ 
tion secures to each 
citizen 
the 
in­ 
defeasible right of protecting proper­ 
ty, and also prohibits the 
application 
of private 
property 
to 
public 
ufo 
without compensation being made. 
"So that it would seem that we art 
met with two distinct 
and 
opposing 
principle* of 
law. 
There 
must, 
» f 
necessity, 
be 
som e 
compromise 
or 
middle ground. 
In the absence of 
a 
judicial decision by 
the 
Courts 
of 
this .State upon this 
question 
I 
be­ 
lieve that such middle ground will he 
found in a rule to the effect, that: 
"flic owner of 
property may 
pro­ 
tect such property against 
excessive 
or unreasonable injury 
by 
protected 
game animals. 
And for that purport 
only muv kill such 
protected 
gni.u* 
animals upon his own 
premises, pro­ 
vided killing be reasonably necessary 
tor the accomplishment of 
such pur­ 
pose. 
"You will understand, 
of 
course, 
that upon 
trial 
of 
the 
cause 
that 
would be instituted against

such killing, 
the 
burden 
would 
be 
upon you to establish to the satisfac­
